Kagan’s Big Day Finally Arrives 



Supreme Court pick 
to lay out her views 
in crucial testimony 

Washington 

For all the ink devoted to Supreme 
Court nominee Elena Kagan late- 
ly, it may be her own words that 
best explain her success at chart- 
ing an undeviating course to the 
front steps of the high court. 

She’s excelled by dint of hard 
work, smarts and what she 
describes as good “situation sense” 
— the ability to size up her sur- 
roundings and figure out what 
truly matters, as she put it during 
confirmation hearings for her last 
job, as President Obama’s solici- 
tor general, the government’s top 
lawyer. 

It’s what allowed Kagan to 
channel the thinking of legal giant 
Thurgood Marshall when she was 
a “27-year-old pipsqueak” clerk to 
the justice. 

It’s what allowed Kagan to nav- 
igate through the land mines of 
government policy on abortion, 
tobacco and other contentious 


issues as an adviser to President 
Bill Clinton. 

It’s what allowed Kagan to 
thrive as the first female dean of 
Harvard Law School and even fos- 
ter detente within its famously frac- 
tious faculty. 

Now, 50-year-old Elena Kagan 
stands before the Senate, confident 
she will be judged ready to join 
the justices who she’s calls “fabu- 


lously smart, fabulously interest- 
ing people.” 

The Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee begins hearings Monday on 
Kagan’s nomination. While Repub- 
licans have done plenty of grum- 
bling about her liberal political 
views, all sides anticipate she will 
be confirmed before the Senate’s 
August recess as the court’s young- 
est justice.

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Oil Spill Takes Heavy Psychological Toll 



Gulf Coast residents 
are showing signs of 
depression, anxiety 

New Orelans 

The Gulf of Mexico oil disaster feels 
far worse to shrimper Ricky Robin 
than Katrina did, even though he’s 
still haunted by memories of rid- 
ing out the hurricane on his trawl- 
er and of his father’s suicide in the 
storm’s aftermath. 

The relentless spill is bring- 
ing back feelings that are far too 
familiar to Robin and others still 
dealing with the physical and emo- 
tional toll wrought by Hurricane 


Katrina five years ago. 

“I can’t sleep at night. I find 
myself crying sometimes,” said 
Robin, of Violet, a blue-collar com- 


munity on the southeastern edge 
of the New Orleans suburbs. 

Psychiatrists who treated peo- 
ple after Katrina and have held 


group sessions in oil spill-strick- 
en areas say the symptoms show- 
ing up are much the same: anger, 
anxiety, drinking, depression and 
suicidal thoughts. 

“Everybody’s acting strange,” 
Robin said. “Real angry, frustrated, 
stressed out; fighting brothers and 
sisters and mamas and family.” 

Fishing families are especial- 
ly hard-pressed as the waters that 
provide their livelihood are closed 
because of fears the oil will taint 
fish, oysters and shrimp. 

No one is fishing any more out of 
Zeke’s Landing Marina in Orange 
Beach, Ala., though most charter 
boat captains are making some 
money in BP’s cleanup program. 


Looking at oil all day can be 
harder than staying home, said 
Joe Nash, a boat captain. “Seeing 
everything that you’ve been used 
to for years kind of slowly going 
away from you, it’s overwhelm- 
ing,” he said. 

That helplessness, coupled with 
the uncertainty about what’s going 
to happen with the spill and when 
the next check from BP will arrive, 
leaves boat captain George Pfeiffer 
angry all the time. 

“Our families want to know 
what’s going on,” Pfeiffer said. 
“When we get home, we’re 
stressed out and tired, and they 
want answers, and we don’t have 
any.” (ap)

Man Charged in Stabbing Deaths 


Northhampton, Pa. 

A 3 6 -year- old man who served 
prison time for a 1992 murder 
was charged Sunday with fatal- 
ly stabbing four people, includ- 
ing a woman described by con- 
fidantes as the suspect’s former 
girlfriend. 

Police charged Michael Eric 
Ballard with four counts of homi- 
cide for Saturday’s rampage in 
Northampton. 

Ballard killed 39-year-old 
Denise Merhi, her father and her 
grandfather along with a neigh- 
bor who rushed over to help when 


he heard the initial screams from 
Merhi’s house, authorities said 
Sunday. 

Northampton County District 
Attorney John Morganelli said he 
will seek the death penalty. 

“It was a very difficult crime 
scene to see these individuals essen- 
tially slaughtered by this fellow 
using a knife,” Morganelli said. 

Confidantes told The Associ- 
ated Press that Merhi and Ballard 
dated briefly about two years ago. 
Ballard told police he “murdered 
[his] girlfriend and her family and 
then the neighbor,” according to 
court documents, (ap)

The world’s major economies 
pledged to steadily trim their bud- 
get deficits over the next three 
years but cautioned the effort had 
to be “calibrated” to keep eco- 
nomic growth on track, a com- 
promise that also placed the bur- 
den on nations such as China and 
Germany to help the process by 
spending more. 

Heading into the G-20 summit, 
the Obama administration focused 
discussion on ways to sustain 
growth, worried that a too-aggres- 
sive assault on public spending 
would threaten the tentative global 
recovery. The administration’s deci- 
sion to agree with terms proposed by 
Canadian Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and supported by important 
Europeans such as German Chan- 
cellor Angela Merkel represented a 
compromise that tries to balance 
the conflicting priorities. 

The group pledged that the 
developed countries would halve

their annual government budget 
deficits by 2013 and would by 2016 
“stabilize” their overall debt as a per- 
centage of economic output — con- 
sistent with targets Obama recently 
set for the U.S. The drop in tax rev- 
enue caused by the recession and 
increase in spending for econom- 
ic stimulus programs has pushed 
developed country debt to levels not 
seen since World War II, projected 
to soon exceed an average of 100 
percent of economic output. 

But, acknowledging the risks 
that a too-hasty withdrawal of pub- 
lic spending might pose, the group’s 
final statement also said countries 
should combine their budget-cut- 
ting with other reforms to encourage 
growth and be “carefully calibrated 
to sustain the recovery.” 

Strong emerging markets such 
as China, the document said, need 
to guard against a slowdown by 
encouraging government and peo- 
ple to spend more — investing more 
on infrastructure; establishing bet- 
ter social safety nets to give families 
more income and less worry about 
saving for the future; and allowing 
exchange rates to fluctuate more 
freely, a jab at China’s currency pol- 
icies.

Pope Condemns Belgian 
Raids for Abuse Records 


Vatican City 

Pope Benedict XVI lashed out Sun- 
day at what he called the “deplor- 
able” raids carried out by Belgian 
police who detained bishops, con- 
fiscated computers, opened a crypt 
and took church documents as part 
of an investigation into priestly 
sex abuse. 

Benedict made a rare person- 
al entry into the escalating diplo- 
matic dispute with Belgium, issu- 
ing a message of solidarity to the 
head of the Belgian bishops confer- 
ence and other bishops who were 
detained in the June 24 raid. 


He said justice must take its 
course but also asserted the right 
of the Catholic Church to investi- 
gate clerical abuse alongside civil 
law enforcement authorities. 

It was the first time the pope him- 
self had commented on the raids, and 
his message capped a daily ratchet- 
ing up of the Vatican’s criticism. On 
Saturday, the No. 2 Vatican official 
said the raids were unprecedented 
even under communism. 

Belgium’s justice minister 
defended the searches on Sunday, 
saying the bishops were treated 
normally and that the search war- 
rant was fully legitimate, (ap)

The average TIPS 
fund returned 6.4 percent annually 
during the past 10 years, a period in

Apple’s new gadget 
runs laps around the 
mobile competition 

Personal Tech 

Apple CEO Steve Jobs has once 
again pulled a new iPhone model 
out of his proverbial magician’s 
hat, leading hordes of gadget-hap- 
py consumers to wait in line for 
hours to snag one. 

It may seem like a lot of hulla- 
baloo for a smartphone upgrade 
that is practically routine in the 
phone’s fourth iteration. 

This time is different, though. 
Apple’s iPhone 4, which went on 
sale Thursday, isn’t simply an 
upgrade over the previous 3GS 
model. It has been significantly 
redesigned as a skinnier, classier 
and more covetous smartphone. 

Out of the box, the iPhone 4 
practically shrieks “swanky.” The 
previous iPhone had a round- 
ed, plastic back that eliminated 
most corners; the iPhone 4 sports 
a flat, glass-covered back, and its 
sides are rimmed with a stainless 


steel band that serves as part of 
its antenna. 

If you find the display on the 
iPhone 3GS awesome, you’ll find 
the iPhone 4’s display doubly awe- 
some — literally, because twice as 
many pixels are packed onto each 
inch of its shiny 3.5-inch screen. 

The display is also a good can- 
vas for Apple’s new video-calling 
function, FaceTime, which takes 
advantage of the iPhone 4’s front- 


facing camera. With FaceTime, 
you can make video calls to other 
iPhone 4 users over Wi-Fi. 

The reception for calls was 
good at work in San Francisco, but 
even though the iPhone seemed 
sure it had access to AT&T’s high- 
speed data network, I needed to 
use Wi-Fi for Facebook and other 
apps that connected to the Inter- 
net.

Gulf Dreads Toxic Storm’ 

A large hurricane could turn the oil-drenched coast into a hazardous wasteland 



THE WORST-CASE SCENARIO 

The task of containing the oil spewing into the Gulf of Mexico is mind- 
boggling even in ideal weather. Add a tropical storm or a hurricane, and it 
might get even more complicated. If a major storm were to hit the region: 


Orange Beach, Ala. 

Ron Greve expects the worst is yet 
to come in the oil spill drama that 
is haranguing beach towns along 
the Gulf Coast. So, like a growing 
number of residents, the Pensaco- 
la Beach solar-cell salesman took 
a hazardous materials class and 
received a “hazmat card” upon 
graduation. 

Those cards, Greve said, could 
become critical in the coming weeks 
and months. In the case of a hurri- 
cane hitting the 250-mile wide slick 
and pushing it over sand dunes and 
into beach towns, residents fear 
they’ll face not only mass evacu- 
ations, but potentially permanent 
relocation from their homes. 

Storm-wizened locals know 
that it can take days, even weeks, 
for roads to reopen and authori- 
ties to allow residents to return to 
inspect the damage and start to 
rebuild after a hurricane moves 
through. 

In the case of a “toxic storm,” 
only residents with hazmat cards 
would be allowed to cross bridges 
to return home, since toxicity risks 
would be too high for untrained 
residents. 

“You’d have to have these cards 
to be able to return,” Greve said. 
“In these classes, they basically tell 
you that swallowing even a small 
amount of the oil, or getting some 
on your hands and then having a 
smoke, could be deadly.” 

Fears about ecological damage 
have dominated concerns around 
the spill, which began when the 
Deepwater Horizon rig exploded on 
April 20, killing 11 people. The rig 
sank two days later and oil began 
rushing into the open Gulf 

But if a Gulf hurricane whips 
the toxic rusty mousse hovering 
offshore onto land, the impact on 
human communities and health 
could become a focal point. At the

That scenario is part of what’s 
driving frustration among many 
local officials on the Gulf, who want 
a more concerted and ramped-up 
skimming effort by the BP-Coast 
Guard Unified Command in New 
Orleans.

the height of the hurricane season. 
The geyser blowing at full tilt with- 
out a containment cap could spew 
between 35,000 and 60,000 barrels 
of oil a day, possibly more. 

Moreover, scientists have 
predicted one of the busiest 
Gulf hurricane seasons in years, 
expecting between 14 and 23 
named storms, and 14 hurricanes

Metro Fare Hike 
Goes Into Effect 

Washington 

A Metro fare increase is taking 
effect. People riding the rail system 
this week can expect to pay a new 
off-peak base fare of $1.60, instead 
of the current $1.45. Rush-hour com- 
muters will face a base fare of $1.95. 
They currently pay $1.75. 

Bus fares, meanwhile, are going 
from $1.25 to $1.50 for SmarTrip 
card users and from $1.35 to $1.70 
for cash customers. 

A second phase of increases is 
planned for Aug. 1. An additional

that are especially busy. Metro hopes 
this change will encourage riders 
to ride during less crowded times, 
alleviating congestion.

“In today’s economy, there’s not 
a lot of job creation going on,” said 
A1 Britton, general manager at the 
complex.

December, more than 120 are from 
Virginia and Maryland.

Report: AIDS Cases Down in D.C. 


Washington 

HIV testing is up and new AIDS 
cases are down in Washington, D.C. 
That’s according to a new report 
issued by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The HIV/AIDS rate in the 
nation’s capital is nearly 10 times 
the national rate. 


But the report shows that the 
number of newly diagnosed AIDS 
cases decreased from 164 cases 
per 100,000 people in 2004 to 
107 in 2008.

A satirical depiction

The most memorable comedic take 
on the oil spill disaster in the Gulf 
of Mexico hasn’t come from “Satur- 
day Night Live,” “The Daily Show” 
or a late-night monologue. 

Instead, a cheaply made video 
by a New York improv troupe has 
created the only commentary that 
has truly resonated online: a three- 
minute spoof that shows BP exec- 
utives pathetically trying to clean 
up a coffee spill. 

In the clip, BP execs are meeting 
when someone tips over a cup. They 
try to contain the spill by wrapping

their arms around the perimeter, 
dumping garbage on top and sprin- 
kling hair clippings on it. 

Three hours later, the spill 
remains. They get Kevin Costner 
on the phone. (He’s not helpful.) 
Forty-seven days later, they’re no 
closer to a solution.

In the last two weeks, nearly 
7 million people have watched the 
video on YouTube. It’s been shared 
about 300,000 times. 

The concept comes from writers 
for “Beneath Gristedes,” a month- 
ly sketch show at the Upright Citi- 
zens Brigade Theatre in New York. 
Within a week of completion, the 
clip was up on UCBComedy.com. 
The site’s servers immediately 
crashed under the traffic. 

It’s been the biggest hit yet 
for UCBComedy.com, which was 
founded in 2007 to give its per- 
formers an online outlet. Dozens 
of UCB alums — graduates of the 
theater’s improv training classes 
— have learned to fashion their 
comedy to the Web.

Todd Bieber, 30, the site’s direc- 
tor of content and production, says 
having so much talent at the ready 
makes UCBComedy.com a littie like 
an amateur version of FunnyOrDie. 
com, which pulls contributions 
from famous comedians. 

“That’s the hope,” Bieber says. 
“There are so many terribly ridic- 
ulous things going on in the world 
that there’s plenty of room for com- 
mentary. If we can be looked [at] in 
the same way as FunnyOrDie, that
